be but little, by their reading. 

They which reade much, and learne little, are to be p2aiſcd, 
and pittied: pꝛaiſed, foꝛ their patnefull reading, pitied, becauſe 
they reade and p2ofite no moꝛe. Yet are they not to be diſmai⸗ 
ed from reading, but to be incouraged thereunto, and withall, 
aduiſed in their much reading, to vſe moze diligence, 
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Afmany that reade much, learne litle, J marnellhowima;

" ledge oꝛ waiting is not ſpncere, Leaſt by the iudgement of the 
Almighty ( who euen ſo puniſheth commonly as wee do offend) 
tt come to pale, that pou be deſpiced pour ſelle, ſeeing other me 
of greater learning, and moꝛe giftes, are either ſilent, oꝛ moꝛe 
fparing of there ſpeech then pour ſelfe . Mhich that vou 
map auopde, make moꝛe pꝛetious accompt ot them which 
wꝛite much, though they know litle, their litle knowledge 
fo2 ſubſtance being the knowledge of Gods Church, and their 
manifold wzitings conſonant vnto the holy Scriptures,

A good part of the piety of the auncient Patriarches ap⸗ 
peared in the god titles which they appꝛopꝛiated vnto their 
childꝛen. UWaitings are the fruite of mens induſtry, as chil⸗ 
dꝛen bee of the body . Blame not the parent if he giue his 
childe a god name in whom her knoweth nothing but well. 

It euer the wit of our firſt parent Adam, appeared excellent, 

it was when hee aſcribed to every creature a pꝛoper name ma⸗ 

35. Chryſo nifeſting the diſpoſition thereof (a). They are not vaine which

But happely pou diſlike not them which giue apt titles vn⸗ 
to god matter, but which adozne ill matter with god titles, 
If ſuch you meane, then know you that pou are not the firſt, 
noꝛ alone in ſo doing. Fo2 many millike them ſo well as your 
felfe. The Arrians, and their imitatoꝛs the Papiſts, are not 
moꝛe infamous in the Church, foꝛ terming themſelues Catho- 
liks, and pet be not ſo, noꝛ they moꝛe odious befoꝛe God, which 

> neue). ag. ſapthep are Jewes, and be not (), then they are condemned 
both of God, and his Chnrch which attribute god titles, vnto 
bad matter. 

It is not the fault of bokes onely, but of many men to, 
whole credite were nothing, were they not fronted with titles: 
Mhich being taken away, they are as bad as the woꝛſt men. 
And as many chaines are but of copper within, though they 
bee gilded without: ſo many beautificd with gloꝛious titles, 
arc quyte deſtitute of the riches of true wiſedome and holines, 
Pauls without, Sauls within, like this your Epiſtle carrying

pou wꝛite to abiectly, when vou ſaie, Augaſtine obſerued, as 
it he were but Moſſe.

Foꝛ as it was 
not the Diſciples that ſpake , when they pꝛoached, but the 
Spirite ol their Father in them (): So was it not the Diſci⸗ 
ples, and Apoffles which w2ote , when they did waite,but che 
holy Ghoſt ſent in Chriſt his name, brought all thinges 
to their remembrance (), which they did wzite. Do that 
the woꝛkes and waitinges of the Apoſtles , are vndoubtedly 
the woꝛkes of Chꝛiſt. And therefoze the Apoſtles w:iting 
much, vou can neuer in truth ſaie, Chriſt preached much, 
but wrot nothing. Fo2 he both pꝛeached, and wꝛot much,

al theyꝛ boks (:) were they neuer ſo ged. It you ſocommend , . 
the wꝛitings of the Apoſtles and Pꝛophets, that you condemn men. ce ara 
the woꝛthy laboꝛs ol other learned men, though you are no 1 Ver. 
Papllt, becauſe pou pꝛeferre the Scripture, pet you come near 
them in this point, which hinder the growth of true religion, 
{ well as Papiſts.

Aſſure your ſelf ſome Citizens, Phyſicians, Lawyers, Gen⸗ 
tlemen, and Courtiers ſhall be renowmed in the Church of 
God, when a number of idle-bellied Miniſters ſhall periſh in 
obliuion. Fo2 they haue taken time fri their woꝛldly affaires 
and pleaſures to encounter with the Familiſts, Brownittes, 
Martiniſtes, Atheiſtes, the monſters of our dates, when thele 
haue ſuffered them ts rage and make their pꝛaie, either with 
none at all, o2 with colde reſiſtante, they haue cut the th2oats 
of thoſe ſpirituall Marpies, and bzought them to their bane, 
when theſe haue either nouriſhed oꝛ encouraged them by their

It Pinilters by their waiting neglect not their dutie ol pꝛea⸗ 
ching, p2oduce them not as offenders eyther foꝛ their pꝛea⸗ 
ching oz waiting , whether it be much oz little.

It is a pꝛaiſe fo2 a Piniſfer eyther to wꝛite o2 pꝛeach, — 
can doe eyther and not both of them, but to wꝛite and 
to, as it is a double labour, fo it deſerueth a double hono: : as 
neither to waite noꝛ pꝛeach ( if men be not otherwiſe by the 
Church p:ofitablie employed) is a double anne, and ſo bzingo 
eth a double ſhame.

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* Kotke them not, as faultie, that wrice much, & preach li- 
ele, but blame them which pꝛeach little oz nothing, and plate 


much. 

Were ſome (whome J could name) in their ſtudies mi ⸗ 
ting, when they are either at the Pondes with their Spani⸗ 
els ducking, o: in the Allies with their mates, bowling: J am 
ſure they would thinke them much iniured, that pziucly, much 
moze in publike monuments, are diſgraced as laultie, which 
beſtow that time pꝛolitably in waiting fo2 a generall benefite, 
which others beſtow -vainly(often times wickedlp)foz a ſhazt 
and pꝛiuate pleaſure, 

And pet is it an vntruth, that They which write much, 
preach litle , Foz holoſoeuer it be true in ſome , which ei⸗ 
ther will not, oꝛ cannot pzeach : (and J woulde to God, they 
which cannot do both, would pet do the one, and which can⸗ 
not do the one, woulde do the other at the leaſt) yet true is it 
not in all, noꝛ in the malt and beſt appzoued Writers, who J 
am ſurt both oꝛdinarily in their owne places euerie Dabbaoth 
day, and extraoꝛdinarily to, when either by authozitie oʒ 
friends they are called fo2th,, doe pꝛeach, and that as often, and 
as commendably as other men which doe not waite, but onely 
* peach, And they by god experience doe finde, that waiting is 
no hinderance, but a furtherance vnto pꝛeaching. 

Would pou caſt pour eies from vanities, vpon the labourg

Pet Paule ſaide , He was not ſent to baptize , butts 
preach, And pet Saint Paule was ſent both to pꝛeach and ta 
bapttze, and as well to wiite as either to baptize oꝛ pꝛeach. 
And as he had not done his parte, if he had negleced either 

2caching oz baptizing, ſo had he not done his duetie, if he had 
not wꝛitten. Foꝛ the ſame God which elected him to preach, 
and miniſter the ſacraments, appointed him alſo to waite. 

S. Paules ſucceffours are to followe his ſteppes . Your 
ſelfe doth ſap, They neede not write, but as opportunitie 
is offered, and occaſion doth require: Therefo2e when o⸗ 
poꝛtunitie is offered, and occaſion doth require, they not ones 
ly may, but muſt alſo w2ite. 

I wot wel, as al the Diſciples and Apoſtles were not, but 
ſome were: ſo are not all miniſters of the woꝛde, but ſome to 
wiite . Now when is not oppoꝛtunitie offered to ite? The 
ende of all waiting is, either to inſtruct the rude, oꝛ to rep2zonso 
the froward, oꝛ to confute the aduerſaries, oz to admoniſh the 
vnrulp, oꝛ to exhoꝛte the godly, o2 to ſome ſuch god ende oꝛ o⸗ 
ther: and when is there not iuſt oppoꝛtunitie offered, and oc⸗ 
caſion giuen fo2 ſome o2 others to be occupied in theſe mat⸗ 
ters?

Fo2 albeit ſome wzi- 
tinges, like this pour Epiſtle , are windie, without ſubſtance, 
and fome are vaine and erronious: pet all are not ſo . And 
thoke wiitinges that are ſtudioully, and accoꝛding to the pꝛe⸗ 
fcript rule of Gods wo2d, and of the commendabie ſciences ex⸗ 
actly penned, muſt needes be, not only equall; but farre moꝛe 
extellent befides than thoſe Sermons which either be like 
windie inſtrumentes, and gine an harſh and yncertaine 
ſound, oꝛ otherwife errenious, 

And as ſome pꝛeaching is not better than all | but farre in⸗ 
feriour to ſome waiting ; ſo ſome waitings are both equall to 
fome, ſome better than many, ſome moze excellent in ſome 
reſpects than all Sermons, and whatſoeuer pzocedeth from 
the mouth, which pon call the linely vopce of man: and of this 
laſt ſo2t are the wꝛitten Sermons, and other bokes of the 
Pꝛophets and Apoſtles , called vſually the holy Scriptures, 
whereby we are bettered when we are not by the liuelv vepce 
of thoſe men, the Apoſtles J meaneandÞ2ophets, and wher⸗ 
by the controuerſies of all times are to be determined, when 
thep are not by the voices of any men, be they neuer ſo liuelie. 
Other wzitinges ol holy and learned alſo in dinerfe reſpects ex⸗ 
cede pꝛeaching. Foꝛ bokes will teach, and counſell, and com- 
koꝛt, and ſtrengthen, and confute , and doe thoſe and the like 


ſinners, ouerthꝛowing ol Hereſies, when, and where, and in 


ſuch ſoꝛt as happely no man can, and ſome men will not, oz 


dare not. And ſo waiting is not alwaies infcriour , but ſome-

It 
no one thing, and ſo not pꝛeaching, by pour olone experience, 
is not moꝛe neteſſarie fo2 the benefite of the Church, then, 
à certaine pꝛeſtribed Catechilme, which is a bake oꝛ writing, 
then renoke your foꝛmer ſaping, that Preaching doth farre 
exceed writing: fo; ſome waiting ts as neteſlarie fo2 the bene- 
fit of Þ Church as pꝛeaching.
